REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1 , the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the 
combination of limitations, within the environment, as claimed in the independent claim. 
These features of the claimed invention are embodied in the computer architecture 
[Specification, p. 3, p. 6, line 33 - p. 7, line 18 and p. 8, lines 25-42] and are argued by 
the Applicants' Attorney [Reply Brief, filed 2/19/03, p. 4, lines 5-31]. For example, claim 
1 discloses, in the environment, that an application process (server) requests and 
receives application programs from another server, and can execute these application 
programs, upon the server, when the client requests them, which is shown in the instant 
specification. The Examiner fails to see any teaching or suggestion in the prior art of 
record for placing these limitations into the system disclosed in independent claim 1 . 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 


3. Claims 1-60 are allowed.
